THE ZEPELLIN AIRSHIP AFTER A 


WILD 
RIDE 
WITH INVENTOR 


REACHES LAND IN SAFETY. 


Munich, April 2.—The Zeppelin air- 


ship landed safely near DingoHiug ;;i 
three on Thursday 
afternoon, 
after 


having been eleven hours in th air, 
and having travelled nearly two hun- 
dred miles. Part of the time the cir- 
cumstances of the journey were per- 
ilous. 
The rear motor refused 
to 


work, and the forward motor 
alone 


could not develop sufficient strength 
to drive the airship against the high, 
wind. 
Several 
anxious hours were 


spent by the aeronauts before an op- 
portunity offered to make a safe and 
successful landing. 


The airship, which 
left Friedrich- 


shafen about four o'.clock this morn- 
ing, five hours later appeared in the 
air over the outskirts of Munich; a 
distance of 111 miles. When the-air- 
ship was sighted, shortly before nine 
o'clock, 
approaching 
Munich 
the 


church bells of the city rang out in 
peals of welcome and cannon fired a 
salute. As the ship drew nearer the 
whirr of the motors could be heard 
on the streets of the city. 


The vessel made its way to a point 


over the exposition grounds and de- 
scended to within 300 feet. 
Thous- 


ands of people had gathered on 
the 


grounds and the manoeuvre was greet 
ed with cheering. The prince .regent 
of Bavaria was present- and saluted 
Count Zeppelin, who stood on 
tbe 


bridge. A band played the national 
anthem. The airship then moved off 
in the direction of the palace, where 
it was greeted from the tower by the 
princesses of the royal family.

with the intention of trying to sail 
to Munich and back.

tention, to land here in the presence 
of the prince regent and tb'j entire

1AREFULLY GUARDED SECRETS. 


Few of the King's Household Knew 


About his Private Affairs. 


There is a sense In which monarchs 


have no secrets. In the very nature 
ol' things they are compelled by the 
.necessities of their position to take 
someone into their 'confidence witti 
respect to almost every detail of their 
daily life. But for the most part tti^s& 
confidences are jealously guarded, and 
in a hundred and one ways the public 
curiosity has to satisfy itself with 
more or less plausible ''guesses at 
truth." 


To take an example. 
The last will 


and testament of Queen Victoria has 
never been disclosed, as the law ot 
prolate does not apply to the sover- 
eign of the realm, says Cassel's Jour- 
nal. For several years before her de- 
mise the society gossips used to pro- 
fFEs an intimate knowledge of its con- 
ttr.ts; they knew how many folios it 
occupied, the exact number of. codi- 
cils, the color of its bindings and 
other irrelevant facts. 
But all their 


predictions have been falsified by ev- 
ems, and although it is sometimes de- 
clured that many persons about the 
caurt are familiar with its chiei! pro- 
visions, there are probably not half 
a dozen people, besides her late ma- 
jesty's own children, who have any 
real knowledge about It, and they will 
never tell. Even to this day the pub- 
lic is entirely In the dark as to the 
provisions of the will of the prince 
consort, and it is purely a guess that 
the chief legatee was his august wid- 
ow. 


Take the case of King Edward's 


private investments. These are known, 
to but three courtiers, and only one 
schedule of them, it may be said with 
confidence, 'is in existence. 
People 


profess to know of large purchases 
of West End ground rents, of huge 
commitments in American railways, 
and so forth- For the most part, how- 
ever, these recurities are held in the 
names of trusty intimates who . are 
themselves large investors, and no es- 
timates of his majesty's personal es- 
tate has any value whatever. 
Many 


European sovereigns, especially in the 
more restless portions of the conti- 
nent, are said with much reason to 
keep the bulk of their private fur- 
tunes in the strong rooms 
of 
the 


Rothschilds and other financial houses 
ia London and elsewhere, where their 
secrets are inviolable. 


One veteran monarch, to the writ- 


er's knowledge, conducted his private 
business with 
his 
London 
agents 


through the medium of a young En- 
glishman, whose duties were quite un- 
suspected, even by his own relatives. 
Vvhcncver he came across the chan- 
nel he used to put up witn a linen 
draper whose acquaintance he formed 
in his boyhood, and by this means 
his movements were kept secret." if 
r.nyone had inquired his business, he 
r/oulri have produced a case of com- , 
mcrcial samples and offered to open 
an account.

It is understood that 
hs keeps no private diary, but the 
Empress Augusta has been accustom- 
ed ever since her marriage to commit 
her thoughts on current affairs to 
writing, and each January the diary 
far the previous year is locked and.
